Sioux Falls, S. D., March 25.—The 
contest between General 
wood, Senator Hiram Johnson, Gov- 
ernor Lowden, of Illinois, and Sena- 
tor Poindexter for the republican 
presidential indorsement at the 
South Dakota primary election to- 
day became one of fluctuating suc- 
cesses toight, so far as the first 
three weer concerned. Returns 
from 234 out of 1,740 precincts 
showed Wood leading Lowden by 
1.223 votes, and Johnson closely 
pressing the Illinois governor for 
second place. ‘The returns showed 
only scattered votes for Poindexter. 

Three Candidates Bunched. 

Returns from the 234 out of 1,740 
atate precincts in thirty-five of 
sixty-four couuties gave: Wood, 
10,364; Lowden, 9,041; Johnson, 
$,943. 

The returns included most of the 
precincts in all the leading cities of 
the state exceptyHuron. 

General Wood carried Sioux Falls 
icty by 77 v s over Johnson. Ab- 
ee moor Te Lowden, over Wood, 
by 24 votes. In Minnehaha county, 
outside of Sioux Falls, Johnson had 
e lead of several hundred votes. 
The California senator polled a tre- 
mendous vote in Lincoln county, 
getting 1,064 out of about 1,600 
ballots. 

Johnson was leading in Yankton 
on the face of incomplete returns. 

Scattering returns for United 
States senator and governor showed 
ueads for Peter Norbeck and W. H. 
McMaster, repjublican candidates, 
indorsed by. the state convention 
December 2. 

* oting booths closed at 5 p. m., 
and managers for various candidates 
predicted that a fairly heavy vote 
was cast throughout the state. Fair 
weather prevaile d generally.

tional and state offices were nom-

The 
proposal convention indorsed Gov- 
ernor Frazier, of North Dakota, as 
candidate for president, but Frazier 
did not formally accept the indorse- 
ment. :

n vontested. There were no con- 
gr sional contests. In the third 
district, Representative Henry lL. 
Gandy, of Rapid City, was nomi- 
nated to succed himself. Interest in 
the democratic primary was cen- 
tered upon the fight for national 
committeeman among James Mee, of 
Centerville; :\John A. Bowler. of 
Sioux Falls; Ralph E. Johnson, Sipdx 
Falls, and J. E. Bird, Watertowh, 
and for United States senator be- 
tween P. S. G. Cherry, Sioux Falls, 
and Tom Taubman, of Plankinton.

SIMS AND PITTMAN 
IN BITTER CLASHES 


Senator Shakes Finger at 
Admiral and Latter Hot- 
ly Protests — Pittman 
Charges That Sims Was 
Entirely Subservient to 
British Admiralty. 


Washington, March 23.—The -con- 
troversy started by Admiral Sims’ 
criticism of the navy department’s 
conduct its war activities was 
broadened tonight by the entry of 
the war department to deny some 
of the admiral’s statements regard- 
ing the land forces, 

General Tasker H. Bliss, American 
representative in the supreme war 
council, not only denied caterogical- 
y he had recommended the brigad- 
ing of United States troop with for- 
eign armies, as testified by Admiral 
Sims, but declared “the trtuh is ex- 
actly the reverse.” 

General Bliss made his general 
statement in a letter to Secretary 
Baker, who transmitted it, together 
with a copy of. the original order 
assigning General Pershing to com- 
mand the forces overseas, to Secre- 
tary Daniels, and he, in turn, sent 
both to Chairman Hale, ef the senate 
naval subcommittee, at the same 
time making all the correspondence 
public. 
° Fiat Denial by Bliss. 

“Not only at no time did I make 
any recommendation for the brigad- 
ing of American troops with the 
British army,” General Bliss said, 
“but the truth is exactly the reverse. 
The only times that I ever came in 
contact with Admiral Sims in Eu- 
rope was while I was in London 
with the American mission (the so- 
called house mission) betweeh the 
Sth and 22d of November, 1917. Dur- 
in that entire time the idea of 
brigading or amalgamating Ameri- 
can troops with foreign armies had 
not, as far as I know, entered the 
head of anyone, "nor did I ever make 
such a suggestion, much less a rec- 
ommendation.” 

Genera] Bliss said he told the su- 
preme War council that such a thing 
as permanent amalgamation of 
American units with the British or

It 
is all such sensational publisity and 
I don’t feel like I can stand: much 
more of it. I know you want to 
know about mp case, but I have pos- 
itively nothing to say.” 

With that she settled back in her 
chair and sighed wearily. She fold- 
ed her hands, which are transpar- 
ently thin, with the blue veins 
standing out on them. Her face 
looks pale and wrinkled and her 
black hair is streaked with gray. 
She wore a heavy black veil, which 
covered her face, and a blue straw 
hat. 

Asked as to her health, Mrs. Innes 
said she was exhausted from her 
trip.

OPERATORS WARNED 
AGAINST PROFITEERING 


Not Exact Unreasonable 
Prices for Coal — Wil- 
son’s Action Restores 
Soft Coal Situation to 
Status Existing Prior to 
Nation-Wide Strike. 


Washington, March 23.—With a 
Warning against profiteering Presi- 
dent Wilson today ordered aban- 
donment of government. control 
over bituminous coal prices and 
asked miners and operators to. ne- 
gotiate a new working agreement 
on the basis of the majority report 
of the coal strike settlement com- 
mission. 

- The president ordered termina- 
tion of price control_on April 1, 
when the new .working agreement 
becomes effective. 
at least partial absorption

awarded the miners in settling the 
recent strike. 

Miners Ready for Conference. 

Phe date of the joint conference 
of operators and niiners to formu- 
late @ new wage agreement had not 
Pheen set tonight. John 1. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
érs of America, while awaiting a 
conference with officials of his 
union on the matter, issued a state- 
ment saying that the miners were 
ready and wilMng to participate in 
a meeting wit’ the operators. 

The majority and minority reports 
of the coal commission also were 
made public at the white house, and 
both were included by the presi- 
dent in his letter to the operators 
and minefs. Notwithstanding the 
lack of unanimity in the ¢om- 
missiion’s findings; the prestdent 
said it was to be asstimed that the 
two groups would regard the ma- 
jority award as binding. The mi- 
nority report would be latd before 
them for their guidance in reaching 
an agreement. 

The president in rescinding con- 
trol over prices restored te fuel 
situation so far as bituminous coal 
is concerned to the status existing 
prior to November 1, when the bi- 
tuminous miners went out in a na- 
tion-wide strike. The legislative 
order, howevem® does not affect the 
tidewater coal exchange, which was 
re-established February 25 and 
which controls export of coal. 

Warning to Operators. 

The operators were warned by 
President Wilson against ‘violating 
laws against combination in re- 
straint of trade and profiteering and 
also not to exact “unreasonable 
prices for coal.” 

“I am aware,” said the president, 
“that at present, as a result of the 
shortage created by the coal strike 
and of the consequent interference 
with trainsportation and as a re- 
sult, also, of the exceptionally un- 
favorable winter, the demand for 
coal eontinues active. I desire to 
impress upon the coal operators the 
sitediee importance not only of 
their complying to .the fullest ex- 
tent with the laws against com- 
binations in restraint of trade and 
against profiteering, but also of 
their exerting themselves affirma- 
tively to prevent exacting of unrea- 
fonable prices for coal. I am sure 
the public fully appreciates the de- 


/} am satisfied the public will 


Sirability, where practicable, of 
leaving commercial] trangactions un-

April 1 is the date on which these

Mr. Flood said that 
his resolution will ask the president 
to declare the United States at 
peace with all powers. ; 

The preamble of the proposed res- 
olution reads: ’ 

“The presdent be, and is here- 
by, requested and authorized to 
enter into negotiations with the 
government of Germany and her 
allies and with the powers asgo- 
ciated with the United States in 
the European war with a view 
to conelude a settlement wf all 
controversies between the United 
States and Germany and her 
allies, and to conclude by and 
with the advice and consent of 
the senate any and all interna- 
tional acts or agreements nec- 
essary to reach a definite ad- 
justment with all the powers 
engaged in the European war 
in respect of any questions or 
controversies relating’ to the 
conflict.”

BY NAVAL MEASURE

Washington, March 23.—The house 
today passed the annual naval ap- 
propriation bill without making 
any reduction in the $104,000,000 for 
the continuation of the 1916 build- 
ing program, The contracts for the 
16 capital ships called for in this 
program have already been let, ac- 
cording to statements made on the 
tloor of the house, ana work 
on many ships is already under way. 
The total carried by the bill is 

about $425,600,000. ' 

An amendment prohipiting the 
practice of so-called “time and mo- 
tion” study and the granting of 
premiums and bonuses on that ba- 
sis in what is known as the Tay- 
ior system among the employees in 
naval construction was offered by 
Representative Harry E. Hull, of 
Iowa. It was passed by a vote of 
218 to 69. 

Representative Martin B. Madden, 
of Illinois, one of tke republican 
leaders of the house made two 
attempts to reduce the appropriation 
for the continuation of the naval 
construction program, but failed in 
both. He proposed that no money 
be spent for ships called for in the 
program for which no contracts had 
been let, then added to the amend- 
ment a provision to include ships 
on which no work had been begun, 
finally. proposed that no money be 
given for ships contracted for under 
the cost plus plan. 

Although the attempt to eliminate 
cost plus contracts from the con- 
struction of battle ships brought 
forth a storm of protest against 
this form of contract from republi- 
cans, the amendment was. defeated 
by a vote of. 81 to 29. 
Representatives William R. Green, 
of Iowa, protested against the ex- 
penditure of $104,000,000 for the 1916 
program on the grounds that the 
ships construction of the huge ships 
provided for was in a measure an 
experiment, and that it was possible 
they would be obsolete for naval 
warfare when completed, Repre- 
sentative Edward C. Little, of Kan- 
sas, made the same objection. 
Referring to his amendment to 
prevent the construction of navy 
vessels under the cost plus contract 
System, Mr. Madden characterized 
the cost plus plan as “stench in the 
nostrils of the American people.” 
Other republicans joined in the pro- 
test. 

Members of the house naval af- 
fairs. committee said that the navy 
department was unable to obtain 
contracts for the construction of 
ame except on the cost plus 
plan. 

Under the bill the navy enlisted 
strength would be 143,000, but that 
strength is not expected to be 
reached until the end of the year, 
making appropriation for more 
than 125,000 unnecessary.

The majority report of the com- 
mission said the 27 per cent in- 
crease absorbed the 14 per cent in- 
crease allowec when the miners re- 
turned to worn and that in dollars 
it would approximate $200,000,000 a 
year. 


30-Hour Weea Refused, 


In refusing the demand of the 
miners for a thirty-hour week, the 
majority of the commission said 
that if the work day were shorten- 
ed by one hour it would be equiva- 
lent to an additional cost of more 
than: $100,000,000. 

The minority report of. John P. 
White, the miner’s representative, 
held out for a higher increase for 
all day labor and monthly men 
than were granted by the majority, 
but he concurred in the récommen- 
dation for a 24-cent per ton Increase 
on pick and machine mining. His 
report was transmitted to the opera- 
tors and miners by the president 
for their information. 

The decision of the majority, Hen- 
ry M. Robinson, representing the 
public, and Rembrandt Peale, rep- 
resenting the operators, is summar- 
ized as follows: 

* Unless otherwise ordered the 
terms and conditions of the Wash- 
ington agreement of 1917 continue. 

The 14 per cent increase in wages 
fixed by the fuel administration 
is eliminated on March 31, and re- 
placed by this award (which is on 
a 27 per cent basis.) 

The agreements drafted under this 
award are to take effect April 1, 
1920 and continue until March 31, 
1922 (in other words, the miners do 
not get their demand for termina- 
tion of contracts in the fall). 

The mining prices for mining 
mine-run coal, pick and machine, 
are advanced 24 cents. 

All day labor and monthly men 
are advanced a dollar a day, ex- 
cept trappers and boys, who are ad: 
vanced 53 cents a day. 

All rates for yardage, dead work 
and room turning are advanced 24 
per cent. 

The fulfillment of all joint and 
district agreements are to be guar- 
anteed by the officers of the inter- 
national organization. 

The six-hour day and the five- 
day week are not granted; the eight- 
hour day is retained.

“Never in the history of my serv- 
ice here,” said Senator Smoot, rank- 
ing republican member of the sen- 
ate approprations committee, “have 
I been as worried over my country 
as now.

He asserted that higher 
taxes are inevitable and a new bond 
issue not improbable unless there 
is a radical] change. Senator Morris 
Sheppard of Texas, asked the spehk- 
er how he would raise the additional 
revenue. “In two ways” responded 
Senator Norris, 
the already high rate* on incomes. 
particularly the larger ones. I would 
adopt a progressive inheritance tax, 
giving an exemption sufficient to 
allow a family to live comfortably, 
and taking from 80 to 90 per cent 
of all inheritances running into the 
hundreds of millions. 


Taxing to Limit. 


“We are taxing many people al- 
most to the limit of their ability 
to pay, and we must get new means 
of revenue. If we should attempt to 
float a new bond fssue of $5,000,- 
000,000 under present conditions 
with outstanding 4% per cent gov- 
ernment bonds selling at 89 and 90, 
we could not hope to float the new 
ones at par, unless we paid 6 or 
7 per cént interest. 

“Thats would mean that for every 
dollar borrowed the American peo- 
ple would have to dig up between 
$2 and $3 in the form of taxés be- 
fore it was paid off.”

Fight for Consumption 


Of Cheaper Meat Cuts 
Attacked in Congress 


é 

Washington,iMarch 23.—The cam- 
paign by the department of justice 
to stimulate .the consumption of 
cheaper cut sof meat drew caus- 
tic criticism from members of the 
house agriculture committee today 
during the hearing on legislation to 
regulate the packing industry. L. 
D. H. Weld, of Swift & Co., told 
the committee the packers were coO- 
operating in the campaign. 

“If the campaign is successful,” 
he testified, “its effect will be the 
ircrease in prices of lower grade 
cuts and probably decrease the 
more expensive cuts.” 

“Then in reality the poorer fam- 
ilies now using cheaper cuts of 
meat will have to pay more be- 
cause of this campaign,’ Repre- 
sentative Voigt. republican, Wiscon- 
sin, ‘commented, “while the people 
who use the more expensive cuts 
will get theirs cheaper.” 

Mr. Weld said such a result was 
possible, although some good might 
be done by teaching consumers the 
value of lower-priced cuts, adding: 

“IT do not consider, however, that 
the results of this campaign will 
be substantial enough to affect the 
prices of meat materially.” — 


BRITISH OFFICER SHOT 
BY U. S. MISSIONARY 


March 23.—An American 
missionary, L. W. B. 
Jackman, shot Major H. D. Cloete 
dead at Sadiya, Assam, British In- 
dia, a northeast frontier post, ac- 
cording to a Caicutta dispatch to 
The Daily Mail dated March 1o. 

The full story apparently is not 
known but the correspondent Says 
that the reasons. for the tragedy 
were domestic. Jackman went to 
Major Cloete’s bungalow with a 
loaded revolver and asked him to 
come out and when he appeared 
he shot him. The missionary then 
went to Acting Political Officer O’- 
Callaghan and surrendered. 

Major Cloete was the son of Sir 
Henry Cloete, formerly an Indian 
civil service officer. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jackman have been 
working among the <Abors” and 
Miris tribesmen near Sadiya and the 
former has becn a resident of Assam 
since 1904.

SUPERFICIAL CANCER 
CURED BY THE X-RAY 


New York, March 23.—Fifty con- 
secutive cases of superficial, or sur- 
face, cancer have been cured at the 
New York Post-Graduate Medical 
School and hospital by an X-ray 
method by Dr. William H. Meyer, it 
was announced at the hospital to- 
day. It was stated that Meyer now 
is working on a method for. the 
treatment of deep-seated cancer. 

Dr. Meyer said the fifty cases he 
has recorded have been under ob- 
servation from two to four years 
since treatment and there has been 
no indication of a return of the dis- 
ease. A number of later cases give 
promise of similar results, he said. 

The X-ray has been used for some 
time in the treatment of cancer, Dr. 
Meyer pointed out. His only claim 
is to a new method of “dosage,” 
whereby the exact amount of treat- 
ment required is computed in ad- 
vance, 

‘The X-ray may be made destruc- 
tive. stimulating or inhibitive, ac- 
cerding to dosage,” he said, “if the 
physician who administers it has a 
thorough understan@rg of what he 
is about.” 


PLAN NEW MECHANICAL 
BUILDING FOR GA. TECH 


Ground will be broken soon for 
an addition to the mechani¢al build- 
ing of Georgia Tech. The new 
building will be 42 by 214 feet, 
and will consist of two floors and 
a basement, facing on Cherry 
street. 

The first floor is‘to be used for 
a machine shop, the second floor for 
a wood shop, and the basement will 
be a storage room for lumber and 
machine shop equipment. 

The building will be brick with 
concrete and steel floors, and steel 
trusses, and cost about $90,000.

The legislative committee of the 
Georgia Association of Fairs met in 
the office of the Southeastern fair 
Tuesday to outline pians for pre- 
senting their wishesin the most con- 
vincing manner to the next session 
of the legislature. The members 
were entertained at luncheon by 


Secretary Striplin, and later in the 
day visited Lakewood, where they 
were shown the preparations being 
made for the Opening, April 17, ana 
how the big fair plant is utilized to 
add to the revenue during a period 
“ Which most fair grounds are use- 
ess. 

The following members were pres- 
ent: James Bishop, Jr., president of 
the association, Eastman; Harry 
Roberts and Dr. W. G. Lee, of Ma- 
con: J. Luke Burdette, Washington; 
J. W. Fleming, Savannah; C. D.Sheli- 
nutt, Sandersville, and R. M. Stripe 
lin, chairman of the committee. 

The purpose is to ask the legisla- 
ture to give what will be a compar- 
atively small amount. It will go to 
the 70 or more fairs in the state to 
assure premiums for agriculture and 
live stock, whichare not only suffi- 
cient to encourage the farmer to 
exhibit, but when applied to small 
fairs—still more important—assure 
the payment of premiums. It is es- 
pecially important to the county 
fairs, as the larger fairs are much 
nearer self-sustaining, but, it is 
stated, it will enable the larger en- 
terprises to materially increase pre- 
miums anid bring exhibitors to the 
state who could not otherwise af- 
ford to come. 

The following motions were acted 
upon at the meeting of the state 
fair committee: 

Motion by Harry C. Roberts, sec- 
onded by Dr. Lee, that the state of 
Georgia be asked to appropriate 
$100,000 to be given supplementary 
to the premiums offered by the fairs 
that may qualify. ® 

Motion by Dr. Lee, seconded by 
Mr. Burdett, that the appropriation 
shall be allotted to the fairs prop- 
erly qualifying on an equal basis in 
proportion to the amount of pre- 
miums offered, exclusive of speed 
purses. . 

Motion of Mr. Roberts, seconded 
by President Bishop, that all regu- 
lary incorporated fair associations 
promoted for educational purposes, 
and not paying dividends to stock- 
holders, shall participate in the ap- 
propriation, and that fairs particl- 
pating snall file with the commis- 
sioner .of agriculture lists of pre- 
mums thatthey propose to pay not 
later than March 15 of each year.

Washington, March 23.—John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., today pledged the 


support of “big business” to the 
campaign against belshevism to be 
launched by the Interchurch World 
Movement. Mr. Rockefeller, speak- 
ing for himself and a group of as- 
sociates, including Charles’ E. 
Hughes, Cleveland H. Dodge and 
Alfred E. Marling. called at the 
headquarters of the Interchurch 
organization here and assured the 
directors of a “backing without 
stint in the big undertaking.” The 
church movement expects to deal 
with radicalism by unity of action 
among thirty distinct church denom- 
inations, embracing a mentbership 
of more than 25,000,000 persons. 

According to an announcement 
authorized tonight by the director 
of the organization, Mr. Rockefeller 
said that the movement appealed to 
him “as a businesslike effort to ob- 
tain efficiency for the great work of 
the churches.” 

Mr. Rockefeller gave the impres- 
sion that business men were frankly 
alarmed at the partial failure of the 
gzovernment agencies to cope with 
the “red” evil and are prepared to 
see that no ¢cheese-paring policy is 
followed in dealing with the situa- 
tion.

Men and Business 
By RICHARD SPILLANE. 


Unless the cotton industry has a 
good many~ years of exceptional 
prosperity, it would appear that 
there will be a smash in Lancashire 
one of these fine days that will 
shock Great Britain. 

The frantic buying and merging 
of mills by syndicates and their flo- 
tation on greatly increased capitali- 
zation continues. 

Unquestionably many of these 
mills were undercapitalized and un- 


questionably they gould not be re- 


placed for anything near what they 
cost to build and equip, but the 
purchasers seem to have let their 
imaginations run riot‘in their esti- 
mates of, what the earnings of the 
future are to be. 

Here are two sales reported in one 
day that are typical, The Ash Spin- 
ning mill, of Shaw, Lancashire, capi- 
tal 37,500 pounds, was purchased by 
H. Scott Butterworth and Wilfred 
Hall for 393,750 pounds, or ten and 
one-half times its capitalization. 

The Anchor Spinning Mill compa- 
ny, capital 15,000 pounds, was pur- 
chased by a syndicate for 162,000 
pounds, or nearly 11 times its old 
rating. In addition, the purchasers 
are to compensate the directors for 
the loss of their offices. 

Hundreds of mills have been taken 
over at from five to fifteen times 
their capitalization. Meanwhile, la- 
bor asks where it comes in. 

Conservative Britishers inveigh 
against the riot of speculation in 
mill shares and say the idea has 
been spread by the exploiters that 
Lancashire ts an EI Dorado. As a 
matter of fact, England is experi- 


watering that America did after the 
Spanish-American war, only.in the 
British case it seems to be more 
laa than it Was in this coun- 
ry. 

It took the United States ten 
years to digest what it swallowed 
at that time and once, in 1904, and 
again in 1907, it seemed as if it 
couldn’t be done, but in the long run 
everything came out all right. 

It may be so in Britain, but, mean- 
time, some of the persons now in 
the financial clouds may walk the 
floor many nights and wonder if 
they were sane when they saw only 


a golden stream coming from the 
spindle and the loom.

Morgan’s sermon on the text con- 
tained in John xvi: 8-11: “And He, 
when He is come, will convict the 
world in respect of sin, and of 
righteousness and of judgment....” 

“The text is so often misquoted 
that Dr. Morgan said he intends to 
write a book on the misquotations 
of the Scriptures when he has 
nothing else to do, which will 
probably be newer, ut he said it 
would be a very big book, and he 
ought to know. 


Three Big Matters. 


“Sin and righteousness and judg- 
ment,” said the doctor, “are the 
three matters that constitute the 
consciousness of every man ®when 
he is brought to the realization of 
his own spiritual nature; for Paul 
said: ‘God hath made of one, every 
nation.” And He did not make the 
nations one blood, as some transla- 
tions have it, but one spirit, for 
man is a spirit.” 

“And you stop calling a man an 
animal,’ continued .the speaker, 
“for he is no more an animal than 
a dog is a potato. The potato, a 
vegetable, and the dog, an animal, 
are infinitely separated, and sci- 
emce can never bridge the gulf be- 
tween them. Likewise the dog, an 
animal, and man, the spirit, are in- 


y> finitely separted and science has 


never bridgwed that chasm. 

“The spiritual nature of a man 
wakes up in a departure from the 
ordinary course of life and events; 
in a storm, as of the sailors at sea, 
in a cataclysm, or away in nature, 
as in the contemplation of beauti- 
ful flowers.” ° 

The speaker made the statement 
that even the scientists, from Dar- 
win and Spencer down, had every- 
where and in all times found a 
principle in the universe making 
for righteousness, although he ad- 
monished his hearers that’ those 
men spoke a dead language, for 
the scientists of today are speaking 
in a different tongue. He went on 
to define and illustrate the¢convic- 
tion of the world “in respect of sin, 
in respect of righteousness, and in 
respect of judgment.” 


Sin of Unbellef. 


“The easily besetting sin,” he ex- 
plained, quoting another portion of 
the Scripture, ‘is, translated, ‘the 
sin that is in good standing around,’ 
meaning the sin of unbelief because 
it is not thought to be disgraceful 
such as the sins of dishonesty or 
murder and the like, but this sin of 
unbelief is is the unpardonable 
one.”

Jameson Questions 
Survey of Church 
Conditions Here 


With particular reference to the 
members of the Baptist denomina- 
tion in the State of Georgia, Dr. S. 
Y. Jameson, superintendent of en- 
listment in the Baptist campaign 
for $75,000,000, takes mild excep- 
tion in the state of Georgia, Dr. 8, 
vey of church conditions in Geor- 
gia, saying that the conditions are 
not as bad as have been claimed. 

Dr. Jameson .particularly points 
to the statement “that only one 
person in four is a nominal church 
member and that the total con- 
tributions for pastoral support was 
57 cents pér member, with 18 
cents for home and foreign mis- 
sions. 

Then, in a brief survey of some 
of the activity of the Baptists of 
Georgia, Dr. Jameson said: 

“There are more than 700,000 
Raptists in Georgia. There, there- 
fore, would be a member of ‘the 
Baptist church out of each four of 
the 2,800,000 inhabitants. The sur- 
vey therefore must be incorrect 
with respect to church member- 
ship. 

“With regard to contributions I 
can Only speak for the white Bap- 
tist of Georgia. Last year they 
gave more than $2.00 per member 
for ar oe support, and more 
than $4.50 for pastoral and church 
support including church build- 
ing, and approximately $7.00 per 
member for pastoral, church sup- 
port, missions, education and be- 
nevolence. . 

“The distinguished gentlemen 
Who are making the survey in 
Georgia are not securing all of 
the facts. They no doubt are hon- 
est and sincere but. all the same 
they are mistaken. 

“Georgia is far from perfect but 
she has made great progress each 
year and will continue to do so 
provided the people, however dis- 
tinguished, who know little about 
us will attend strictly to the con- 
cern of their own territory and al- 
low the citizens of Georgia to 
prosecute their own work in their 
own way.”

STUDY CHILD DIET. 
Many young mothers find them- 
sélves trying to steer a straight die- 
tary course without chart or com- 


pass after the children are off a 
strict infants’ diet. They are apt 
to confuse a “good” appetite with 
an all inclusive one. 

A big New York clinic has given 
its sanction to the following: 

Healthy children between 12 and 
18 months may have fresh bottled 
milk, beef juice, orange juice, chick- 
en, mutton and veal broths; jellies 
of well-cooked and well-strained 
cereals. If the child is not subject 
to sore throats, colds and fevers— 
showing its digestion is not«good— 
one or two pieces of toast or zwie- 
bach may be given daily and one 
soft-cooked egg. 

From four to thirteen years we 

have to deal chiefly with the “for- 
biidden fruits.” Such children may 
have a good, light diet which does 
not include, forthose up to thirteen, 
any food between meals. Neither 
may they have tea, coffee, pies, rich 
sweets or candy.

If Jimmy Wilde has done nothing 
else by his visit to this country, he 
has created gobs of interest in the 


to Ad Q. Thatcher, Toledo fight pro- 
moter, who staged the Wilde-Mason 
scrap at Toledo reecntly. 

“American fight fans have never 
Siven any consideration to any of 
the pugilistic classes below the ban- 
tam weight,” said Thatcher, “but 
Wilde’s visit has proved there is 
plenty of opportunity for some of 
the little fellows to make a showing, 
and I personally believe there will 
be a great awakening cf interest in 
that particular division.” 

Wilde has everywhere been ac- 
cepted as a master workman with 
the padded mittens. Not only has 
he always displayed a burst of 
speed wholly unexpected, but he has 
also’ shown that little fellows can 
pack a wallop and present fully as 
much action as some of the larger 
boys who have been monopolizing 
the spotlight for years. 

It is exceedingly difficult. how- 
ever, to find lads who can scale as 
low as 105 or even 107, who are old 
enough to box. In nearly all com- 
munities where the boxing game is 
permitted, there is rule—unwrit- 
ten in some communities—which 
bars boys under 16 years. In this 
country there have been very few 
lads over 16 years of age who could 
do 107 ‘pounds. 

Promoter Thatcher points out that 
the new remunerative ly-weight 
class will soon be without a cham- 
pion of class. Wilde is the undis- 
puted king of the brigade, and he is 
past 28 vears old. His days of activ- 
ity in the rign are nearing an end. 
Frankie Mason, the only legitimate 
flyweight of class in th’is country, 
is past 30 years of dge. and can 
hardly be expected to go on for 
more than a couple of years, at least 
as a topliner. 

The Toledo show proved to be a 
money-maker. The gross receipts 
were slightly over the $32,000 mark.

French Champion Has 
Three Contracts That 
Will Take Him Well 
Into August, With Still 
No Fight With Jack. 


New York, March 23.—The arrival 
here today of Georges Carpentier, 
European heavyweight champion, 


pcauéeed the proposed match with 
Jack Dempsey to flame afresh, but 
| after several hours of mysterious 
;-eonterences with Various promoters, 
| there was little evidence to indicate 
that the French pugilist would meet 
the world'’stitleholder in the near 
future. 

The abandon with which Carpen- 
tier and his manager, Descamps, 
y Signed contracts recently, here and 
abroad, stunned American promo- 
ters, and left them in doubt as to 
the possibility of bringing Carpen- 
tier and Dempsey together within 
the next twelve months. 

A close analysis of the situation 
disclosed the fact.that the French- 
man was under contract with three 
different promoters which bound 
him to performm certain services 
which are closely related and which 
apparently prevent him from actually 
boxing Dempsey for some months, 
providing he is so ine@liged. The

English promoter, Cochran, has first 
option On Carpentier’s ring services, 
providing he can Obtain Dempsey’s 
signature for - match, the option 
extending to December 31, according 
to one report, and to July, 1921, ac- 
cording to another statement. 

In addition, Jack Curley, the 
wrestling promoter, has Carpentier 
booked for a ten-week vaudeville 
tour, beginning May 3, with an- 
other five-weeks’ extension if he 
desires to exercise it. Curley said { 
he expected to tour the country | 
with the French pugilist,.the Iafter 
giving exhibitions with his own 
sparring’ partners. Some of these 
will be French boxers, with the 
possible addition of one or more 
American pugilists hired for the 
work. 


Has Third Contract. 


A third contract is with a mov- 
ing picture concern which has 
booked Carpentier for two seven- 
reel films in which he will take the 
part of a college youth combined 
with a boxing role. The possibility 
of a match with a French or- Eng- 
lish heavyweight in France in ram 
ust was also mentioned and loc&Al 
fight followers are puzzled as to 
when Carpentier will find time to 
box Wemnpsey. 

Malhager Descamps, through an 
interpreter, stated flatly that Car- 
pentier has no intention of engag- 
ing to box Dempsey until the lat- 
ter’s “military affairs’ had been 
cleared up. A somewhat similar 
statement was credited to Jack 
Kearns, manager of Dempsey, ac- 
cording to one of the _ interested 
parties, who said he had received a 
letter from Kearns to the effect 
that Dempsey would not consider a 
match of any description until his 
name had been cleared of the draft 
evasion charge. 

Tex Rickard, who was -closeted 
with Carpentier and his manager for 
several hours, was noncommittal 
after the conference and refused to 
give any definite idea of his plans 
in regard to staging a bout between 
the French boxer and Dempsey. His 
only comment was to the effect that 
it did not appear such a match could 


rival that he had spent the entire 
winter in training and expected few 
of the sore spots usually so preva- 
lent during the spring practices. 

Tuesday workouts for the Crack- 
ers were both tame affairs. Hig- 
Zins and Sammy Meyer in command 
of the clan announced the crew 
would take it in easy stages for the 
next few days. Most of the fielding 
practice came during the morning, 
when a picked team took ?ts place 
for the first hour’s work. After an 
hour spent in picking .up- speedy 
grounders and chasing clouts from 
Bob Higgins’ bat, the men were 
called in, and the remainder of the 
morning was spent in batting prac- 
tice. This feature of the Crackers’ 
activity shows improvement every 
day. At first there was a tendency, 
especially among the recruits, to 
draw away from the plate and trust 
to luck on connecting with the ball. 
Under careful tutelage, however, this 
evil of the candidates has beén cor- 
rected and the lads step into the on- 
coming pellet with a savage deter- 
mination to lace out a bingle. The 
infield continues to do good work, 
and with the addition of Harry Dam- 
rau it ought to develop at a faster 
clip. Every man of the infield the 
writer has seen in action shows 
good features that will make the 
final selection of successful con- 
tenders a difficult job.

New Orleans, La., March 25.—(Special.) 
The squeeze in the March position in New 
York continned to be the dominant feature 
of the cotton situation today in sympathy 
with the strength of the near positions in 
New York, our market advanced to new high 
levels during the early trading, when July 
contracts here sold as high as 36.10 and Oc- 
tober as high as 82.79. Around that level 
however, the market met heavy profit 
taking, which checked the upward tend- 
ency, and later in the day the market broke 
sharply on a report that the bulk of the 
short interest in March in New 
liquidated the selling pressure was especial- 
ly noted in the new crop months. Favor- 
able weather conditions over the helt en- 
couraging both local and qptside selling of 
October. and December contracts. On the 
afternoon break, July contracts sold 
low as 35.50 and October as low as 3: 
There was some slight recovery before the 
close, which was steady, with final prices 
showing a net gain for the day of 18 points 
on May, 9 points on JwWy and a net loss 
of 10 points on October.

It appears as if the forced liquidation in 
the March position in New York, which has 
been the sole cause of the recent advance, 
has about run its course. Weather condi- 
tions over the belt continued favorable and 
spots are pressing for sale, as evidenced by 
the decline in this market of a quarter 
of a cent. The foreign political news is 
far from encouraging, and if legitimate in- 
fluences are permitted to control the situa- 
tion the market is likely to work temporar- 
ily lower, particularly on the new crop 
months.

Chicago, March 23.—Corn under- 
went a decided setback in price to- 
day chiefly owing to talk of fed- 
eral investigation of reports that

In provisions the outcome was’ un- 
changed to 12 cents lower. 
Although the likelihood of an ar- 
tificial squeeze was generally ridi- 
culed by corn traders, the talk of 
an investigation had an immediate 
wet-blanket effect on bullish senti- 
ment. Many longs displayed anxiety 
to unload and there was much sell- 
ing on the part of commission 
houses. Numerous rallies ensued, 
but the only important demand 
came from shorts who were taking 
profits. Increasing weakness in the 
last half of the session was due to 
evidence that eastern dealers were 
cancelling recent shipment pur- 
chases. Gossip in such cases said 
the sellers could not make delivery 
failed to act as an offset.
